bave ſunk them down, not only into the bottom of the Sea, 
but of Hell alſs, whither dsvine vengeance bath purſu*d 
them: That you ( 1 ſay ) who daily float, and bover 
over them, and bare the roaring waves and billows that 
ſwallow'd them up, gaping for you as the next prey, ſhould 
be no more affetted with theſe things, Oh what a Terri- 
ble Voice doth God utter in the Storms | It breaks the 
Cedars, ſhakes the Wilderneſs, makes the Hinds to 
Calve, Pſal.

Tow 
that have been at Sea in the moſt Violent ſtorms, never 
felt ſuch a ſtorm as ' this, and the Lord grant you never 
may ; no Calm ſhall foflow this Storm. There are ſome 
among you, that, I am perſwaded, do truly fear that God 
in whoſe hand their Life and Breath is ; Men that fear 
an Oath, and are an hoxour to their Profeſſion ; who drive 
a Trade for Heaven, and are diligent to ſecure the happi- 
neſs of their Immortal ſouls in the Inſurance-Office above : 
but for the generality", alas! they mind none of theſe 
things. How many of you are coaſting to and fro, from 
one Country to anothey ! but never think of that Heavenly 
Country above, .nor how you may get the Merchandize 
thereof, which 15 better than th: Gold of Ophir. How 
oft do you tremile to ſee the foaming YVVaves dance about 
you, and waſh over you ? yet conſader not how terrible it 
will be to have all the waves and billows of God's wrath to 
£0 over your ſouls, and that for ever. How glad are you, 
after you have been long tofs'd upon the Ocean, to deſcry 
Land ! And how yare and eagerly do you look out for it ? 
who yet never bad your hearts warmed with the confsdera- 
tion of that Foy which ſhall be amons the Saints, when they 
arrive at the Heavenly Strand, and ſet foot upon the

HE Art of Navigation, by-which Iſlands 

eſpecially are eqriched , and preſeryed in 

ſafery from Forenſical [nvaſions; and the 
wonderful Works of God in the great Deep, and 
Foreign Nations are moſt delighrfully and fully be- 
held, &c. is an Art of exquiſite excellency, ingen- 
vity, rarity, and mirability : But the Art of Spiritual 
_Navipation 1s the Art of Arts. It is a gallant thing 
to be able to carry a Ship richly laden round rhe 
World : but it is much more gallant to carry a Soul 
( that rich loading, a Pearl of more worth than all 
the Merchandiſe of the world ) in a body ( that is 
liable to leaks and bruifes as any Ship is) through 
the Sea of this World ( which is as unſtable as water, 
and hath the fame briniſh taſte and falr guſt which 
the waters of the Sea have) fafe to Heaven (the 
beſt Haven) fo as to avoid ſplitting upon any Soul- 
finking Rocks, or ſtriking upon any Soul-drowning 
Sands. "The Art of Natural Navigation is a very 
great myſtery; but the Art of Spiritual Navigation 
is by much a greater myſtery. Humane wiſdom may 
teach vs to carry a Ship to the Indies; but the Wiſ- 
dom only that is from above can teach us to ſteer 
our courſe aright tg the Haven of Happineſs, This 
Art is purely of Divine Revelation, The truth is, 
| Divimty ( the Dottrine of living to God ) 1s no- 
thing elſe, but the Art of Soul-NVavigation, revealed 
from Heaven. A meer man can carry a Ship to any 


deſired 
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- deſired Port in all the World, but no meer man'can 

- carry a Soul to Heaven, He muſt be a Saint, he muſt 

be a Divine ( {> all Saints are) that can be a Pilot 

to Carry a Soul to the fair Haven m Emanuel's land. 

The Art ot Natural Navigation is wonderfully im- 
proved lince the coming of Chriſt, before which time 

(if there be truth in AHsory) the uſe of the Load- 
ſtone was never known in the world; and before the 

vertue of that was revealed unto the Mariner, it is 

unſpeakable with what uncertain wandrings Sea-men 
floated here and there, rather than ſailed the right 

and direct way, Sure I am, the Art of Spiritual 

Navigation is wonderfully improved ſince the com- 

ing of Chriſt - it oweth its cleareſt and fulleſt dif- 

covery to the coming of Chriſt. This Art of Arts 

is. now perfealy revealed in the Scriptures of the 

Old and New Teſtament ; but the Rulers thereof 
are diſpers'd up and down therein, The colle&Qing 
and merhodizing of the ſame, cannot but be a work 
very uſeful unto Souls : Though when all is done, 
there is an abſolute neceſſity of the teachings of the 
Spirit, and of the anointing that is from above, to 
make Souls Artiſts in failing Heavegward. "The [n- 
genious Author of the Chriſtians Compaſs, or the AMar- 
riners Companion, makes three Parts of this Art ( as 
the School-men , of Divinity, ) viz. Speculative , 
Prattical , and AfﬀeGionate. The principal things 
neceſſary to' be known by a Spiritual Sea-man, in 
order to the ſteering rightly and ſafely to the Port 
of Happineſs, he reduceth to four Heads, anſwerable 
to the four general Points of the Compals ; making 
God our Nortþ ; Chriſt our -Eaſt ; Holineſs our South ; 
and Death-\our Weſt Points. Concerning God, we 
muſt 'know, 1. That he is, Heb. 11. 6. and 
there is but one God, 1 Cor. 8. 5, 6. 2. That this

12, -Our 
Memory, that 1s the Box in which this Compaſs muſt 
be kept, in which theſe Rules myſt be treaſured, thar 
we may be as ready-and expert in them, as the Mar- 
riner is in his Sea-Cco - So much ſor the ſpe- 
culative and praQtical. parts. of the Art of Soul-Spi- 
ritual-Navigation. The Aﬀectionate part doth 
principally lie-in the ſecret motions or movings of 
the Saul towards God, in the AﬀeRtions which are 
raiſed and warmed, and eſpecially appear aRive in 
Meditation - Meditation being as it were the Lim- 
beck or Still in which the Afﬀections heat and melt, 
and as it were drop ſweet ſpiritual Waters. The, 
affetionate Author of the Chriſtians Compaſs doth 
indeed, in-the third and laſt part of his Utndertaking, 
hiat at ſeveral Meditations which the ſpiritual Sea- 
man is to be acquainted with, unto which thou haſt 
an excellent Supplement in this New Compaſs for Seq- 
men. This Colleftion is- prefixt, that at once thou 
mayeſt view all the Compalles ( both the Speculative, 
PraQtical, and Afﬀedtionate) by-which thou muſt 
ſteer Heaven-ward. What further ſhall be added 
by way of Preface, is not to- commend this New 
Compaſs, which indeed ( 2 Cor. 3. 1. ) needs. no 
evans odr , Letters of Commendation,” or any 
Panegyrick to uſher -it into any honeſt heart - but ro 
ſtir up all, eſpecially Sea-men, to make conſcience of 
uling ſuch choige helps for the promoting theſanRi.

Souls. -By werldly Obje&ts we ſoon grow worldly, 
It is hard to touch Pitch, and not be defiled.

As the Tree falls at Death and Judgment, ſo it lies 
for ever. If in Heaven, there thou art a Pillar, and 
ſhalt -go forth n& gore, Rev. 3.12.

Jn wiſdom baſt 
thou made them all ;, the Farth 15 full of thy riches, So 
is this great and wide Sea, wherem are things creepimg 
mnumerable, both ſmall and great Beaſts, Plalm 1 04. 
24, 25. And.,we read, Lam. 4. 3. of Sea- Monſters 
which draw out their Freaſts to their young. Pliny.and 
Furchas tell ivcredible, {tories about them. About 
the Tropick of Capricorn, our Sea- men meet with 
flying Fiſhes, that-have Wings like a Fere-mouſe, but 
of a Silver-colour ; they fly in flocks like Stares. 
There are Creatures. of very ſtrange Forms and 
Properties; ſome reſembling a Cow, called by the 
Spaniards, Manates, by ſome ſuppoſed to be the Sea- 
moaſter ſpoken of by Jeremy. In the Rivers of 
Guiana, Purchas ſaith, there are Fiſhes that have four 
Eyes, bearing two above aad two beneath the Water 
when they ſwim : Some reſembling a Toad, and 
very poiſonous. How ſtrange bath in ſhape and 
property is the <word-fiſh and Thraſher, that -fhght 
with the Whale ? Evegggur own Seas, produce Crea- 
tures of ſtrange ſhapes, but the commonneſs takes 
off the wonder.

Thus doth the heart of Man naturally ſwarm and 
abound with ſtrange and monſtrous IJuſts and a- 
bominations, Rom. 1. 29, 30, 31. Being filled with all 
eſs , fornication , wickedas(ſs, covetouſneſs., 
iouſneſs, full. of envy, murder, debate, deceit, ma- 


liznity, whiſperers, back-bitcrs, haters of God, deſpiteful, 
proud, boaſters, inventors of evil things, diſobedient to 
Parents, without underſtanding, covenant-breakers, withs 
out natural afft@jon, implacablc, unmerciful, O what 
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a ſwarm is here ! and yet there are multitudes more, 
in the depths of the heart / And iris no wonder, con- 
ſidering that with this Nature, we received the ſpawn 
of the blackeſt and vileſt abominations. This original 
luſt is productive tothem all, Jam.r.1 4.15. Which loft,

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PerfeQion and Glory / His ſtreams were once as clear 
as Chryſtal, and the. Fountain of them pure, there 
was no unclean Creature moving in them What 
a ſtately Fabrick was the Soul at firſt ! And what ho- 
ly Inhabitants poſſeſſed the ſeveral rooms thereof ! 
But now ( as God ſpeaks of /dumea ) Iſai. 34. 1 tg The 
line of confuſion 15 ſtretched out upon it, and the ſtones of 
emptineſs. The Cormorant and Bittern poſſeſs it ; the Owl 
and the Raven dwell m it; Yea, as Iſai.

when my glory was freſh in me, Job 29. 2. 4. 5. 

Again, think, O my Soul, what a miſerable condy- 
tion the Unregenerate abide in Thus ſwaxmed and 
Over-run with helliſh Luſts, nnder the dominion and 
vaſlalage of divers Luſts, Tit.

He difpiſeth the gain of opreſſuon, be fhaketh bis hands 
from holding of bribes, ſtoppeth his ears from hearing blood, 
and ſhutteth his eyes from ſeeing evil, See how all Sen- 
ſes and Members are guarded againſt fin : But it is 
quite contrary with the wicked; there no principle 
of Holineſs in them, to oppoſe or expel corruption.

20. that when 
God blefſed the Waters he aid, Let the Waters 
bring forth abundantly, both Fiſh Fowl, that 
move-in it, and fly about it, Yet all thoſe mulritudes 
of Fiſh a 4 Fowl, both in 'Sea and Land, are cared 
» hd. ed for, Pal. tas. 5, 6, T hu givef them

APPLICATIO N. 

If God take care for the Fiſhes of the Sea, and the 
Fowls of the Air, much more will he care and pro- 
vide for thoſe that fear him. When the poor and needy 
ſeeketh water, and' there is none, and their tonyue faileth 
for thirſt. 1 the Lord will'bear them, I the God of Iſrael 
will not forſake them, 1ſai;"41. 17. T ake 10 thought for 
your life ( faith the Lord) what ye ſhall eat, or what ye 
ſhall drink_,, or for the boay, what ye ſhall put on :» Which 
he backs with an Argument from God's Providence 
over the Creatures, and enforceth it with a [much 
rather ] ppon them, Matth.

infinite, Men' of the greateſt eſtates and honours, 
have nevertheleſs become the very Zudibria Fortuns, 
as one ſpeaks, The very ſcorn of Fortune.

OBTERV ATIO N. 


H E Providence of God in furniſhing us with 
'T ſuch plenty and variety of Fiſh, is not ſlightly 
to. be paſt over. We- have not only ſeveral ſorts of 
Fiſh in our own Seas, which are caught in their 
Seaſons; bur from ſeveral parts,, eſpecially the 
Weſtern parts of Eng/and, many Sail of Ships are 
ſent yearly to the American parts of the YYorld ;- as 
New-found-Land,” New- England, &c; Whence every 
Year. is brotdght home, not only enough to ſupply 
our own Nation, but many. thouſand pounds worth 
alſo yearly returned from Spain, and other Countries; 
by which Trade many thouſand Families do ſubſilt.

But, now, what retnrns do we make to Heaven 
for theſe Mercies ?

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ture, Now this is a fin highly. provoking to the 
Lord : for look in what degree the heart cleaves to 
the ſecond cauſe, in the ſame degree it departs from 
the living God, Fer.

The Devil makes 
a Voyage as well as you ; he hath his Baits for you, 
as you for the Fiſh: he hath his Devices and Wiles 
to catch Souls , 2 Cor, 2. 11. Efbeſ. 6. 11. He is a 
Serpent, an old Serpefit, Rev. 12. qi To crafty for 
Man in his perfeftion, much more in his collapſed 
and degenerated State , his underſtanding being 
cracked by rhe Fall, and all his Faculties poiſoned 
and perverted. | 

Divines obſerve four ſteps, or degrees of Satan's 
tempting Power. 

Firſt, He can find out the' Conftitution-evils of 
Men; he knows to what fin their Natnres are more 
eſpecially prone and inclinable 

Secondly. He can ' propound ſuitable objects to 
thoſe Luſts, he can exaQtly and” fully hit every Mans 
humour. As Agrippina mixed her Poiſon in that 


Meat her Hosband loved beſt, 
Thirdly. He can inje& and caſt motions into the 

Mind, to cloſe with thoſe "tempting objeats; as it is 
| | : ſaid 
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faid of Judas, Joh. 13. 2. The Devil put it into bis 
beart. 

Fourthly. He can follicite, irritate, -and provoke 
the Heart, and by thoſe continual yeſtleſs follicita- 
tions weary it; and hereby he often draws Men tc 
commir ſuchthings as ſtartled them in the firſt mo- 
tion. 

All this can he do, if he find the work ſtick, and 
meet with rubs and difficulties ; yer doth he not a& 
ro the utmoſt of his skill and payers at all times and 
with all perſons, neither indeed need he fo to do , 
the very propounding, of*gn obje&, is enough to 
ſome, without any further ſollicitation : , The De- 
vil makes an caſie conqueſt of them. 710 

And beſide all this, his Policyfmuch appears in the 
election of place, time- and inſtruments to:tempr by : 
And thus are poor Souls caught, .as. Fiſhes in an evil 
Net, Eccleſ, 9: 12. The carnal Man is led by Senſe, 
as the Beaſt; and Satan handles and fits*him accor- 
dingly. He uſerh all ſorts of Motives, not only in- 
ternal, and intelle&ive, oa external and ſenſitive 
alſo; as the- ſparkling of the Winez whe it gives 
its colour in the Glaſs : the Harlot's beauty, whoſe 
eye-lids are ſnares hiding always the Hook, and 
concealing the iſſue from them. He promiſes them 
gain and profit, pleaſure and delight, and all that is 
tempting, with -aſſurance- of Secreſie; By theſe he 
faſtens the fatal Hook in their. Jawes, and thus they 
are led captive by him at his-W1ll.

And is Satan ſo ſubril and. induſtrious to entice 
Souls to fin ?

OBSERV ATION. 
THere are many fad laints abroad ( and 1 
think not without caſe ) that- Trade fails, 
nothing turn$to accapnt. And though all Countries: 
be opert, and free for Tiaffick, a general Peace with 
all Nations, yet there to be a Dearth; a ſecret 
Curſe -upon Trading. You run from Country to 
Country, and come' lofers homie.” "Men can hardly 
render a reaſon of it ; few hit the right cauſe of this 
Judgment. 
APPLIC AT IO N. 
That proſperity and ſucteſs in Trade is from the 
bleſſing of God, 1 ſuppoſe few are ſo Atheiſtical, as 
once 
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once to deny or queſtion, The Devil himſelf ac- 
knowledges it, Job 1. 10. . Thou haſt bleſſed the work 
of his hands, and his ſubſtance is increaſed in the Land. 
It is not in the power of any man to get Riches, 
Deut; 8. 18. Thou ſhalt remember the Lord thy God, 
for it is He that giveth thee poxer to get wealth, Ir is 
his Bleſſing that makes good men rich, and his Per- 
miſſion that makes wicked men rich. That Maxime 
came from Hell ," Ouiſque' fortune ſue faber : Every 
man is theContriver of his own Condition; Certainty, 
The good of man 4s- not in his own hand, Job 21. 16.

"This being acknowledged; it is evident, that. in 
all diſappointment F-and want of ſucceſs 'jn our 
Callings, we ought not to ſtick in ſecond cauſes, but 
to look higher, even to the hand and diſpoſe of God: 
For, whoſe it 1s to give the Bleſſing, his alſo ir is to 
with-hold it. And this is as clear in Scripture as 
the other. It is the Lord that takes away the Fiſhes 
of the Sea, Hof. 4. 3. Zeph. 1. 3. It is he that 
curſeth our bleſſings, Mal. 2. 2. . 

This God doth as a puniſhment for fin, and the 
abuſe of mercies: And therefore in ſuch caſes, we 
ought not to reſt in general complaints to, or of one 
another, bur ſearch what, thoſe ſins are'that provoke 
the Lord to inflict ſuch Judgments. 

And here I muſt requeſt your patience, to bear a 
plain and claſe word of Convigtion. My Brethren,
